The Gulflight, he continued, was tor- 
pedoed without the slightest warning. 

The coroner declared that the tor- 
pedoing of a neutral vessel was con- 
trarv to all the recognized usages ol 
warfare, but ho denunciation of the 
act would have any effect in inducing 
the Germans to change their methods, 

Captain Gunter’s body will be shipped 
to the United States.
